MIAMI, FLA. - A report 
from the Dade County 
Coalition for the Human¬ 
istic Rights of Gays an¬ 
nounced the death of a 
Cuban-born Gay activist: 

Ovidio Ramos. Born 
Jan. 7, 1949, in Havana, 
Cuba. Died March 16, 
1977, in Miami, Florida. 
Age: 28 years. Cause of 
death: Suicide. 

Ovidio's last communi¬ 
cation was a cry of 
anguish over his family's 
lack of acceptance of his 
lifestyle, ana their unfa¬ 
vorable comparison to his 
married brother who has 
two children. Ovidio is 
described by his friends at 
the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church of Miami, 
a homosexual fellowship, 
and his neighbors as a 


"quiet, artistic man who 
lived only for his music." 
He was a serious and 
talented pianist. We last 
heard Ovidio's voice on a 
local Spanish radio sta- 
! tion, WQBA, two nights 
before his death. 

Our fellow member and 
friend, Manuel Gomez, 
who helped Ovidio organ¬ 
ize the Latin Committee 
of the Dade County Coali¬ 
tion for the Humanistic 
Rights of Gays, was on 
WQBA with Ovidio. 
Manuel discussed his own 
dismissal from Cosmopoli¬ 
tan Magazine for collect¬ 
ing signatures supporting 
the new Metro Ordinance 
banning discrimination of 
homosexuals in jobs and 
housing. This firing took 
place despite the fact 
that the Ordinance is now 
law in Dade County. At 
the end of the WQBA pro¬ 
gram, Ovidio was very de¬ 
pressed, says Manuel, 
about the vicious com-

Police Harassment Jumps 
500 % In San Jose 

_ BY ART JAMES _ 

According to recent statistics provided by the 
San Jose Police Department, arrests under penal 
code 647(a) have increased dramatically since the 
first of the year. In January of this year, 38 people 
were arrested on this charge, compared to 7 during 
the month of January 1976. The figures for 
February of this year are being tallied and will be 
available in a few days. We have reason to believe 
that the February total will be similar to that of 
J anuary. 

To put this matter in perspective, I would point 
out that the total number people arrested during the 
entire year of 1976 in this general category was 141. 
It appears that a directed campaign is underway in 
this city to harass, entrap, and intimidate members 
of the Bi/Gay community. The official . . . "reason" 

. . . given to justify this assault on our civil rights is 
that there have been "citizen complaints of homo¬ 
sexual activity" in the downtown 4th and St. James 
area. 

I would like to know how many "citizen com¬ 
plaints" there have been in relation to the total 
number of people that cure being arrested and 
harassed. I would also like to know what "homo¬ 
sexual activity" so-called could justify a police 
action of this sort. I wonder if the Vice Squad would 
be just as enthusiastic in the entrapment/harassment 
of straights' if there were "citizen complaints" of 
heterosexual activity in a certain area. I think we 
already know the answer to that question. 

The Gay community in San Jose is responding to 
this wanton brutalization of our rights m several 
ways. A "police watch" has been established to 
monitor the number of arrests made under this 
charge (Solicitation for a Lewd Sex Act); past court 
records are being researched to document the 

f iattern of this harassment; and a study is underway 
o consider the various options for filing a formal 
protest with the appropriate city ? state and federal 
agencies. If you have been a victim of this mass 
round-up, we would like to hear from you.

Police Entrapment in San Jose 


To our Gay brothers outside the city limits: 

This past year word has repeatedly filtered 
through that all has not been well in Santa Clara 
County. We urged our informants to speak out, but 
nobody seemed to want to or be able to come up 
with the facts. So too, there was that inbred fear of 
too violently rocking the boat. 

Finally, one man, Art James of San Jose, chose 
to fight for his rights. He was sufficiently outraged 
over his classic vice squad entrapment: *’ 


singling out the victim, then presenting himself in a 
irovocative, available manner (a tape recorder 
lidden in his pocket) bumping his knee into the 
victim's. Asking leading questions; denying he was a 
police officer. And after 45 minutes of toying, 
flashing his badge. Subsequently apologizing be¬ 
cause he was only doing his job. 

Art James decided not only to bring his case 
before a jury but champion the cause of every other 
Gay who has been arrested and advised to "cop a 
plea." To suffer the mere consequences of being a 
registered SEX OFFENDER for the rest of his life. 

Art has unearthed startling statistics - an 
almost rampage of arrests up from 1976 by 500% 
Vice hasn't run amuck in San Jose, but police

Ordinance 

Faulted 

. . . BY CITY ATTORNEY

In a March 21 opinion, 
City Attorney Thomas 
O'Connor verified claims 
made by Supervisor John 
Molinari regarding several 
aspects of Supervisor 
Diarrne Feinstein's contro¬ 
versial "Porno Zoning 
Ordinance." 


These claims were sub¬ 
mitted by Molinari on 
March 15, based on a 
Jan. 6 analysis of the pro¬ 
posed ordinance in B.A.R. 

O'Connor verified that 
under the ordinance as 
written: "mom-and-pop" 

stores which devote 5% of 
their shelf space to "Play¬ 
boy," "Playgirl" and simi¬ 
lar periodicals would be 
classified as "adult book¬ 
stores;" that they would 
have to re-locate in order 
to conform to the "1000- 
ft." rule (stating that all 
adult bookstores and 
theaters must be at least 
1000 feet away from resi¬ 
dential areas); and that 
they would not be allowed 
to display "any stock in 
trade j including food, 
sundries and other non- 
pornographic items, where 
they may be viewed by 
the public from the 
street. 

Acting on the City 
Attorney's findings, 

Molinari proposed an 
amendment to part of the 
Feinstein ordinance: Sec¬ 
tion 791.12, which states 
that no adult bookstore 
may display "any stock in 
trade" where it may be 
viewed from public 
streets. 

Molinari's amendment 
would change that to "any 
stock in trade" which is 
defined as pornographic 
under the ordinance. 

Aides to Supervisor 
Feinstein say that the 
ordinance is presently be¬ 
ing re-written to conform 
to recommendations made 
by the SF Planning Com¬ 
mission earlier this 
month, and may be pre¬ 
sented at the Board's 
Planning Committee 

meeting in April.

Those meeting with 
Costanza told her (and, 
indirectly, Carter) that 
they wanted the right to 
serve in the military and 
to receive honorable dis¬ 
charges plus more homo¬ 
sexuals in the State 
Department, FBI and CIA. 
They asked for tax-free 
status for Gay groups and 
additional rignts for Gay 
prisoners - the privilege 
of receiving Gay publica¬ 
tions, increased recrea¬ 
tional opportunities and 
freedom from abuse and 
assault. Federal grants 
for homosexual social and 
research programs were 
demanded along with an 
expansion of the Federal 
Communications Commis¬ 
sion rules to require 
broadcast access for the 
homosexual community.

"I am just a concerned 
mother with four child¬ 
ren," states Bryant when 
she appears on TV talk 
shows to plead for support 
and to give her reasons 
for opposing the Dade 
County Civil Rights meas¬ 
ure. In reality, Bryant, a 
wealthy Florida resident 
(estimated annual income: 
$500,000), hucksters prod¬ 
ucts for several firms on 
television and is a Public 
Relations front person for 
the Florida Citrus Com¬ 
mission, a state agency. 
Her husband, Bob Green, 
is also her manager and 
campaigns with Bryant. 

Some confusion arises 
when an attempt is made 
to analyze what Bryant is 
saying about homosexual¬ 
ity. T>he says, "I am not 
saying that they are not 
nice guys. I know a lot of 
homosexuals who are nice. 
I feel no animosity, no 
hatred, no anger. I am 
really beginning to have a 
love for homosexuals . . . 
No one wants to discrimi¬ 
nate, least of all I." She 
also says, "They are forc¬ 
ing, flaunting and prosely¬ 
tizing on people who 
believe that it is immoral 
. . . I pray for them. God 
says, in His word, that He 
hates the sin but He loves 
the sinner." She states 
that the Bible is a literal 
document, not subject to 
interpretation - so homo¬ 
sexuality is an "abomina¬ 
tion." 

The United States will 
be destroyed by God "just 
as He destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah, 1 ' according 
to Bryant if homosexual¬ 
ity is accepted as an al¬ 
ternative lifestyle. The 
fear is that children will 
be exposed to upfront Gay 
teachers, acceptable as 
role models, thus making 
it clear to children that 
there is nothing intrinsi¬ 
cally wrong with being 
homosexual. Bryant 

stresses, "Such an alterna¬ 
tive lifestyle is not con¬ 
ducive to a healthy, 
wholesome atmosphere. 
We don't want an alterna¬ 


tive to marriage present¬ 
ed to our children. 1 ' 

The entertainer-huck¬ 
ster is convinced that 
homosexuals molest child¬ 
ren. She refers to a publi¬ 
cation that the Coral 
Gables, Florida, Police 
Department discovered 
which allegedly tells 
homosexual adults where 
they might find children 
on the beaches. She also 
vaguely states that Gay 
people attempt to "re 
cruit" children because it

is the only way they have 
of perpetuating their own 
lifestyle, since "they can't 
have children them¬ 
selves." 

Bryant is well informed 
on the Gay movement 
referring to the federally 
financed Gay Community 
Services Center in Los 
Angeles, the national bill 
to add Gay people to the 
protective guidelines of 
the Civil Rights Act, Gay 

f ublications and organiza- 
ions. This means that 
"they are coming out of 
the closet. They now 
admit it and they say they 
are proud. They are even 
meeting at the White 
House. These laws (equal 
rights for Gay people) are 
making it more enticing 
for them to come out." 
Closeted Gay people 

{ >resent no serious prob- 
em to Bryant because, as 
they stay hidden, no one 
knows they are around; 
and if they do not recruit 
children, they can live on 
this earth like anyone 
else. However, they are 
still sinners and "should 
accept Christ as their 
personal Savior and de¬ 
liver themselves from 
this. There is hope. They 
are unhappy, miserable 
people witn a lifestyle 
that no parent would 
choose for their children." 

In a recent interview on 
the Phil Donahue tele¬ 
vision show, nationally 
syndicated from Chicago 
and seen locally on KTVU, 
Channel 2, Bryant alter¬ 
nated between a limited 
tolerance for homosexuals 
and a plea that they be 
saved from their sinful¬ 
ness. She pleaded that 
she had been maligned by 
I the Gay community in its 
attempt to deny her em¬ 
ployment and asked her 
detractors to stay on the 
issues. Bryant said that 
the Dade County Coali¬ 
tion, the major Gay group 
that is collecting funds 
for the local battle, is not 

S art of the campaign to 
eny her employment 
Her husband said the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union had informed him 
that it supports the pro- 
Gay legislation but that it 
also was opposed to the 
national Florida citrus 
boycott. 

Phil Donahue took a lib¬ 
eral, civil liberties stand 
in supporting legal equal¬ 
ity for Gay people every¬ 
where. He said, "This 
ordinance does not allow a 
homosexual to get up in 
front of a third-grade 
class and say, 1 am a 
homosexual and it is 
really neat. You ought to 
try it,' any more than 
heterosexuals are allowed 
to do such a thing now . . - 
I would oppose hetero¬ 
sexuals ana homosexuals 
from discussing their sex¬ 
ual preference in the 
classroom. Are you say¬ 
ing that just because a 
homosexual is known and 
is a nice guy that this will 
enhance the chances of 
children to become homo¬ 
sexual?" (The answer 
was, "Yes.") 

"As long as the homo¬ 
sexual is discriminated 
against," Donahue said, "it 
is difficult to be a homo¬ 
sexual in this culture. 
The Gay community has 
been really crucified, over 
the years ... If I was 
Gay, I would be scared to 
death. I really would. I 
would be afraid of losing 
my job, for one thing . . 
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They are coming out of 
the closet and that is okay 
with me. 

"I honestly think that 
many kids are not too sure 
what their sex lives are 
all about. I don't believe 
that someone just wakes 
up one morning and says 
'Hey, I am a homosexual.’ 
It is much more compli¬ 
cated than that . . . The 
culture says that being 
Gay is not acceptable so a 
young person who may 
want to come to grips 
with being Gay is faced, 
with a hostile society 
Dad is saying, 'Get into 
Plastics, son' and this boy 
may marry my daughter in 
an effort to show the 
world that he isn't Gay. 
Three years later, with 
one or two kids of their 
own, there is a very pain¬ 
ful tragic realization of 
the situation. I don't want 
that kid to be obliged to 
'play straight.' I don't 
want that kid to feel 
closeted." 

Donahue asked Anita 
Bryant what she would do 
if she discovered that her 
son was a homosexual. 
She replied, "First of all, 
God has a standard, a 
judgment. I would tell 
him that God loves him 
and that I love him, no 
matter what. I would not 
disown him. I would also 
help him to repent of his 
sin." 

In order to protect her 
children from outside in 
fluence, Bryant and her 
husband said that' they 
screen all television pro 
grams that their children 
watch, actually sitting 
with them to assure that 
they do not view things 
that might be harmful 
Bryant said, "I feel I have 
a responsibility to place 
nutritious food on the 
table for my children. I 
wouldn't feed them gar 
bage too because it was 
an alternative. Husband 
Bob Green added, "We 
don't want our children to 
have any alternatives." 

The one-hour Donahue 
interview included a lively 
audience question/answer 
period in which one view¬ 
er said that 1,000 homo¬ 
sexuals were at a recent 
dance in her neighborhood 
and "I found that to be 
sickening." Another per¬ 
son took a different stand: 
"I think that you are dis¬ 
criminating against your 
children's right, their 
freedom, their right to 
decide what atmosphere 
they want. You were

The Donahue audience 
was almost 100% female 
and supportive of Bryant. 
One lone male in the rear 
of the audience may have 
made the meaningful 
statement at the end of 
the program. "We are 
trying to mix fiction with 
fact here," he espoused 
. . . "They don't mix at all. 
We are hearing about 
what some people 'believe' 
but the fact is that homo¬ 
sexuals are part of the 
human race. That is a 
fact of life. You have to 
live with that reality." 

The significance of the 
Dade County-Anita Bry¬ 
ant controversy is that it 
has become a national 
issue of long-range impor¬ 
tance to Gay liberation- 
ists. A defeat in Dade 
County of Gay people 
could encourage funda¬ 
mentalists elsewhere to 


press for the legal denial 
iof equality for Gay people

of Chiefs of Police, is so 
ultra right-wing that he 
worries even some con¬ 
servative Republicans. 
Ronald Reagan is thought 
to feel that Ed Davis' 
leading the Republican 
ticket would damage the 
entire ticket. Many think 
the former Governor 
would step in if the nomi¬ 
nation of Ed Davis be¬ 
came a possibility. Turn¬ 
ing his wrath recently 
toward Sacramento, Davis 
charged that legislation 
favorable to homosexuals 
has produced a massive 
increase in homosexual 
pornography and that last 
"ear's children's rights law 
as benefitted homosexual 
adults who prey on young¬ 
sters. Because of the 
children's law, Davis says, 
authorities are powerless 
to do anything about 
"chicken hawks, preda¬ 
tory homosexuals (in 
Hollywood particularly), 
who have young boys and, 
in some cases, procurers 
who have young girls. 

From Gays, the L.A. 
Chief turns just as easily 
to his hatred for mari¬ 
juana. An angry Davis 
said recently that a pro- 

f osal to reduce penalties 
or growing small amounts 
of marijuana could "make 
dope addicts out of two- 
year-old children." 

Speaking of a move in the 
Assembly to eliminate 
arrests and prison terms 
for growing six or fewer 
marijuana plants, Davis 
described the proposal as 
the "Willie Brown roll- 
your-own bill so every 
hop-head can have a 
victory garden." If the 
law passed, the ranting 
Davis warns, backyard 
marijuana gardens would 
be discovered and used by 
neighborhood boys ana 
girls all over the state. 
Whenever in front of a 
crowd of any size, Davis 
blames the courts, the 
Legislature, and the Gov¬ 
ernor for California's 
rising crime rate. "We're 
holding the line in Los 
Angeles (despite) the ava¬ 
lanche of judicial, legisla¬ 
tive, and gubernatorial 
action that always seems 
to undo everything we're 
trying to do," he said.

Davis' hatred for Gays 
is well known. Many a 
Gay in Los Angeles nas 
felt the wrath of Ed 
Davis' police entrapment; 
many a Gay bar has known 
the constant hassle with 

g olice; harassment of 
rays in Los Angeles has 
long been commonplace. 
Ed Davis not only hates 
Gays, he has a fear of 
them that is hard to 
understand. Davis told 
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reporters he had no re¬ 
grets for remarking 
recently that homosexuals 
could get together with 
farm workers and form 
the "United Fruit Workers 
of America." "I was 
relating what a man told 
me ten years ago about 
the plans some groups had 
to take over this state," 
said Davis. "It really 
wasn't a joke; it's deadly 
serious." Ed Davis is a 
bigot of the worst kind, 
ana his nomination for 
Governor would be a dis¬ 
aster for the Republican 
Party - a Party that de¬ 
spite the overwhelming 
Democrat majority, still 
managed to carry the 
State for Gerald Ford and 
at the same time elected 
a Republican Senator over 
a well-entrenched Demo¬ 
crat incumbent. 

As a former Republican 
who believes that this 
state needs two strong 
parties, I would hate to 
see Ed Davis - the living 
symbol of hatred, bigotry 
and a police state - be¬ 
come the nominee of the 
Party which gave us 
Lincoln, Theodore Roose¬ 
velt, Eisenhower and 
Jerry Ford. The Repub¬ 
lican Party has a chance 
to defeat Brown next 
year, but they will never 
do it with a man like 
Davis.

Dear Diary, 

Well, Rome will never change. 
I'm. not sure if I'm happy or not 
about that. There are times I really 
do become exasperated with these 
people. However, being a member 
of the cloth, I ought not let things 
of the world bother me, but it's 
hard at times. 

Sr. Mary Immaculate of the Holy 
Odors was telling me about an 
incident that happened to her 
while I was away, during the mail 
strike. Well, the day before the 
strike, she was on her way to class 
on her Vespa. (As well as being the 
motherhouse, this is also an inter¬ 
national house of studies, where 
the students attend the various 
Pontifical & Other Institutes.) It had 
been raining and the tram tracks 
were a bit slippery, and the Vespa 
skidded and she fell off and broke 
her arm. She was taken to the 
hospital and she was all fixed up, 
and then came home. A month 
later the strike was over, and a 
letter arrived from the Doctor, 
dated the day of the strike, in it he 
asked her to return to the hospital 
to have the cast re-set. She got on 
the phone and after finally getting 
through to him, asked why he 
hadn't simply called since he knew 
of the strike. She could picture him 
shrugging, and muttering some¬ 
thing about stupid foreigners and 
their silly questions. 


It's aTest of faith. It reminded me 
of when I was in Spain. I had to go 
from the Spanish/French border to 
Bilbao on my way to Santander. 
Well, I waited around for a normal 
looking train to arrive. There was 
nothing there. The hour for depart¬ 
ure got closer and closer, and 
finally, I asked someone at the 
ticket office if they spoke English or 
French. They didn't, but they knew 
of someone who did. (All this via 
sign language and similar words). 
He would return in 15 minutes. 
Finally, a one-eyed porter came 
shuffling along and he knew some 
French. He said the train to Bilbao 
was over there. I looked and 
gasped. There stood this wreck 
which looked as if it hadn't survived 
their Civil War.

TOday I took a little holiday. A 
friend of mine's brother lives here in 
Rpme. He. is an architect here

State Senate 
Heaves Stull 
Bill To Ban 
Beach Nudes 

The Senate Natural and 
Wildlife Committee voted 
5 to 2 to reject a proposed 
bill by Senator John Stull 
(R - Escondido). The leg¬ 
islation would have elimi¬ 
nated the authority of the 
State Parks Dept, to des¬ 
ignate "swimsuit optional" 
beach areas. Stull would 
thereby outlaw nudity on 
state-operated beaches. 


Or only with the approval 
of the State Legislature. 

Under current rules, the 
Parks Dept. has the 
authority to permit nude 
bathing along stretches of 
the 217 railes of state 
beaches. To date, no per¬ 
mission has been granted. 
Clothing is still required 
on all state property, but 
the door remains open. 

Municipal governments 
have for some time per¬ 
mitted nudity on beaches 
under their control. 

The committee's rejec¬ 
tion was summed up by 
Senator Ralph Dills (D - 
Gardena),"We in the Leg¬ 
islature have a lot to do 
without taking from the 

Dept, of Parks some of its 
functions." 

Job Corps Ends 
Discrimination 


WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
Job Corps has recently 
distributed to all training 
centers a radically revised 
manual on "Sexuality" 
which eliminates all the 
anti-homosexual elements 
contained in the previous 
manual, entitled "Sexual 
Deviation," urges respect 
for differing sexual life¬ 
styles, and instructs Job 
Corps directors that 
"Rules concerning sexual 
behavior must De the 
same for heterosexual and 
homosexual activities." 

The new manual and the 
change in policy it repre¬ 
sents are the direct result 
of a protest from the 
National Gay Task Force 
and subsequent meetings 
between Job Corps Direc¬ 
tor John H. Stetson and 
his staff and NGTF 
officers. 

The previous manual 
was aimed at the "preven¬ 
tion and management" of 
homosexuality; included 
such pseudoscientific 

phrases as "chronic overt 
homosexuality"; and pre¬ 
scribed "medical dis¬ 
charges" for "sexual 
deviation" except in cases 
where the individual 
seemed "motivated to 
change" his or her sexual 
orientation. 

The new manual states 
clearly that "A man or 
woman may not be ex¬ 
cluded from participating 
in the Job Corps solely on 
the basis of tneir choice 
of a sexual partner of the 
same gender. Therefore, 
homosexuality will be 
considered as one part of 
the total spectrum of sex¬ 
uality, and should be of 
concern to center staff 
only when a particular 
behavior is not in keeping 
with the center's regula¬ 
tions. . ."

"I’m really a product of 
the bullshit oi the 30's 
movies. But I haven't 
seen 'A Star is Born.' I 
don't need to see another 
Barbra Streisand movie 
where she ends up winning 
herself ... I never studied 
to be nothing. But I al¬ 
ways wanted to be a car¬ 
toonist. I was doing little 
comic books as a kid. It 
was Milt Caniff who 
introduced me with 'Terry 
and the Pirates' to the 
idea of character in car¬ 
toons ... I think that 
most newspapers today 
are mindless because they 
reduce them so much* that 
any really graphic art will 
look like mud and car¬ 
toons that used to be 5 or 
6 columns wide are now 
only 3 or 4. They're bare¬ 
ly readable. The news¬ 
papers claim it's because 
of a shortage of space; 
but if you read what 
they're printing nowadays, 
what there's really a 
shortage of is serious 
thinking. And cartoonists 
themselves have come to 
think of themselves as 
famous but disreputable. 
I don't see cartooning and 
playwrighting as having 
zilch to do with each 
other. Only the point of 
view is the same. You 
always have to start any¬ 
thing on the assumption 
it's going to be brilliant. 
It's a con but you have to 
believe it or otherwise 
there's no reason to get up 
in the morning. 

"The only person I ad¬ 
mire in the Carter admin¬ 
istration is Andy Young. 
Jerry Brown is a punk. 
The narcissism and tre¬ 
mendous ego and general 
callousness outweighs the 
good. I need to meet 
Jimmy Carter in person 
'cause then I'll know how 
to draw him. I never 
could draw Lyndon John¬ 
son until I met him.

This off¬ 
shoot of the San Francisco 
Opera is especially valu¬ 
able to people new to 
opera who might be some- 
wnat intimidated by what 
they hear coming from 
the mouths of hardcore 
opera buffs. 

First of all, every per¬ 
formance is sung in Eng¬ 
lish, which drops one of 
the most frightening bar¬ 
riers to the operatic new¬ 
comer. Productions are 
also aimed at a feeling of 
musical theater ranging 
from intense drama to 
hilarious farce. The main 

f oal is for the audience to 
ave a good time and to 
break down certain kinds 
of resistance peculiar to 
opera audiences. 

Most of this centers 
around the fact that 
operas are performed in 
English. For many people 
this will ease the fear of 
not understanding a single 
word being sung onstage. 

Don't think that the 
regular opera addicts run 
to the Curran for Spring 
Opera either. Many 

staunchly refuse to go to 
an operatic performance 
UNLESS it is sung in the 
original language. Frank¬ 
ly, they don't know what 
they're missing! This is 
where Spring Opera

Theatre serves*an invalu¬ 
able function. By empha¬ 
sizing the dramatic nature 
of the work, it enables 
both old and new audi¬ 
ences to get fresh insights 
and, more importantly, to 
enjoy opera as total 
musical theater. 

Now then, what are the 
pickings for this year? 
Pretty damned goodf - if 
you haven't tickets, you'd 
oetter trot your buns 
down to the dox office 
and get some fast! 

Opening night is Bizet's 
CARMEN^ one of the 
favorite operas ‘ of all 
time. CARMEN is the 
story of that flashy cigar¬ 
ette girl who drives one 
soldier out of his mind and 
then drops him for a hot¬ 
ter trick in Toreador drag. 
The opera includes many 
familiar pieces of music: 
the famous Toreador 
Song, Carmen's two gypsy 
dances - the Habanera and 
Seguidilla - both very sen¬ 
suous numbers. The music 
captures the varying 
moods of Spain; the flash 
of the bull ring, the 

f eacefulness of the moun- 
ains, and the poignant 
tenderness of Jose's flow¬ 
er song 

Hot on the heels of 
CARMEN comes a revival 
of Donizetti's rollicking 
farce, VIVA LA MAMA, 
which spoofs all operatic 
conventions and stereo¬ 


types. If you hate opera, 
you'll love this show. If 
you feel you've seen too 
much opera, this is the 
one that will destroy you 
with laughter. Written 
way before Gypsy Rose 
Lee's mother ever got 
backstage, it features the 
pushiest stage mother of 
all time, a lady who will 
stop at absolutely nothing 
for the sake of her child¬ 
ren. 

Performing as Mamma 
Agatha will be John 
Ferrante in what is prob¬ 
ably the juiciest drag role 
in all of opera. Mr. 
Ferrante is famous for his 
recordings as a "bargain 
counter tenor" in the 
questionable works of 
P.D.Q. Bach, and for his 
shameless mugging. 

The opera contains 
many hilarious moments 
including a ballet se¬ 
quence that is probably 
tne funniest ten minutes I 
have ever seen on a stage. 

One word of warning 
before attending a per¬ 
formance of VTVA LA 
MAMMA. Be sure to go 
to the bathroom before 
the curtain goes up. The 
last time it was per¬ 
formed in San Francisco 
most of the audience was 
helplessly clutching their 
sides while doubled over 
in laughter. While we DO 
want to flood the aisles 
with people, we DON'T 
want to drown the musi¬ 
cians in the pit! 

The third work featured 
is a rarely heard work by 
Mozart. TITUS is the 
story of the Roman em 
peror who learns of an 
assassination plot aimed 
at his life and must plead 
with his people to find

to today's world. The last 
evening consists of an 
interesting triple bill:

Ullmann. This last piece 
was written in one 61 the 
German concentration 
camps and banned because 
of its political satire.

And speaking about the 
Beatles, Epic Records 
feels - judging by the 
dough, hype, and genuine 
enthusiasm they're laying 
out - that they've found 
the "New Beatles." The 
band, Cheap Tricks, has a 
cutting edge hard enough 
to keep its music head 
high above the flood of 
commercial pop that gets 
released by a hit-and-miss 
record industry. Their 
debut album, CHEAP 
TRICK, is blatantly com¬ 
mercial, which is the ulti¬ 
mate goal any pop group 
can strive for. Aside 
from being commercial, it 
is hard-driven rock not 
lacking in classic rock 'n' 
roll humor and plenty of 
catchy rhythm lines. 

The PR man from Epic 
called and told me to 
catch these guys 'cause 
they're gonna be a big 
smash with Gays. "Whys 
that?" sez I; "Are they 
Gay?"

LAVENDER HILL MOB 

On the other extreme 
of pop-rock music is the 
Lavender Hill Mob, a six- 
man ensemble from 
Montreal. Like the Alec 
Guiness movie of the 
same name, Lavender Hill 
Mob is on United Artists. 
(The movie is playing at 
the Richelieu; good movie 
with Audrey Hepburn 
playing a bit part.) Any¬ 
way, the Lavender Hill 
Mod just released their 
first American album, and 
it's just chock full of 
peachy four and five-part 
harmonies. This album is 
so pretty you almost lose 
track of the fact that 
these guys know how to 
play their instruments. 
The single, "Party Song," 
also happens to be the 
first creative disco cut 
since Dr. Buzzard's Savan¬ 
nah Band. Which is not to, 
say these Quebecans don't 
know how to rip off riffs 
from every place worth 
ripping riffs. They just do 
it better than most and 
with so much (belle) pro¬ 
vincial naivete that it 
makes a damn swell 
record. "Chibougamau" is 
a great Andrews Sisters 
boogie-woogie number, 
beautifully textured, real 
cute. This album is as 
good as anything by Paul 
McCartney and Wings, 
also the best U.A.'s put 
out since Crystal Gayle s 
last. 


Moving amongst the 
Beatle-ists, we come to 
an L.A. pop group on 
Mercury wno call them¬ 
selves Hero. Another pop 
band with just enough of a 
hard edge to make them 
agreeable to noise-lovers. 
Hero successfully inte¬ 
grates some absolutely 
plastic pap with genuinely 
refreshing and dynamic 
rock 'n' roll.

Our Word, Their Word? 

;I Why Call Them Gay? 

~ BY JACK WARNER 
PART II 

The word "gay" has come into use as a descrip¬ 
tive term for homosexual people and homosexual 
practices not because homosexuals themselves have 
chosen it, but because it has grown naturally out of 
prior use in the language. It is a term bestowed by 
straight society. There are probably a number of 
ways in which the use of the word can be traced. 
What I offer here are four easy-to-find examples of 
usage that suggest a pattern. 

In his b<x>K THE PRINCE OF PLEASURE AND 
HIS REGENCY, 1811-20 (Harper and Row, 1969), J. 
B. Priestley quotes a statement from an unnamed 
"Victorian chronicler of the press": "Much appeared 
in the journalism of those times which no lady of 
delicate mind would read aloud, and which no 
gentleman, however ’gay' he might be ? would dare to 
read in the hearing of a lady (p. 157, italics added)." 
The word 'gay' is somewhat ambiguous in meaning 
here, but it obviously doesn't mean happy or merry. 
It doesn't mean homosexual, either, however. It 
seems to suggest a man who is knowledgeable and 
experienced in the kinds of sexual matters that were 
not openly discussed in Victorian times. 


It has been the 
duty of wives to sub¬ 
mit to husbands, not 
of husbands to submit 
to wives.

She speaks of "the gay 
Honolulu (p. 57)" to suggest that they were gathering 
places for women prostitutes, and she asks about 
another woman who has been a prostitute in the 
past: "Do I get you - do you mean this Maggie was 
sort of gay before Biff came alongjp.

FUNK AND WAGNALL'S NEW "STANDARD" 
DICTIONARY (1947) gives this definition of "gay": 
"Loving pleasure, especially forbidden pleasure;

___ D which dates to 

1879i "Modern refinement in demoralization has 
selected a term of some attraction to describe a 
profligate, and he is said to be 'gay.'" 

WEBSTER'S THIRD NEW INTERNATIONAL 
DICTIONARY (1961) gives this information: "4a - 
given to social pleasures; b - inclined to the 
dissipations of society: licentious, loose; c - of a 
woman: leading am immoral life; esp: engaging in 
prostitution; d - nomosexual." 

From these four sources, presenting information 
that covers about a century, a picture begins to 
emerge. For at least a hundred years, the word 
"gay"^ has meant something other than happy and 
merry, amd this other meaning, it is clear, has 
consistently had something to do with sex, especially 
some form of sex that was not approved by polite 
society. We needn't doubt that homosexuality amd 
prostitution were linked in this concept. There are 
also other terms in the Gay vocabulary which were 
once widely used by prostitutes - for example, 
"cruise ? " meaning to go hunting for a sex partner, 
amd "trick," the sex partner once he is found. 

And we can see, then, the Victorian attitude 
toward sex has obviously had something to do with 
the present application of the word "gay" to homo¬ 
sexual people and homosexual practices. Homosexu¬ 
ality was (and is) one of the forbidden pleasures, and 
1 ged in amy of the forbidden 


__ _, _ has generally fallen out of 

use with respect to prostitution and other so-called 
licentious behavior. Occasionally, however, we still 
hear the word used in this sense - in the expression 
"gay old dog," for instance. It is an expression of 
this type that cam also give us a clue to the way in 
which the two meanings of the word may be related. 
A "gay old dog" is merry and bright because he is 
having fun as he indulges in forbidden pleasures. 

But as the word has fallen out of general use 
regarding prostitution and other licentious behavior, 
it nas continued to be attached to what remains - 
homosexuality. This particular use of this term 
indicates that the word has become specialized in 
meaning, and specilization in word usage is a rather 
common phenomenon. 

Thus, there is nothing unusual or mysterious - or 
perverted - about the way that the word "gay" has 
come to mean homosexual. It seems quite clear that 
"gay" is a word that was originally used by society in 
an opprobrious way - perhaps even as a euphemism 
for words more opprobrious - and then was later 
taken up by homosexuals themselves and converted 
into a useful term. Now that the word has lost its 
sting, society no longer recognizes it, preferring 
instead words that have retained their toxicity.

Review # 2 

Working and living in 
the hub of a Gay publica¬ 
tion, one tends to swallow 
thousands of words on Gay 
life. Every day a paper, a 
magazine, a press release 
arrives from some part of 
the country: Tucson, 

Little Rock, Pittsburg, 
Houston. 

Reporters, columnists, 
Gay activists flood the 
office with copy, news, 
gossip. The phones are a 
steady bell chorus of com 
plaints, rumors, inquiries, 
tragedies and triumphs. 
We learn who wore what 
to the coronation, who 
was arrested for flashing, 
what bar is going bank¬ 
rupt, what restaurant is 
changing hands. To write 
or edit, I brown-bag my 
copy and blue pencil home 
each night to the kitchen 
table. 

I find myself engulfed 
in Gay news, prose and 
blather. Moments I won¬ 
der if I haven't jeopard¬ 
ized my sense of propor¬ 
tion. And when I pick up 
or delve into the latest 
iGay fiction or treatise, I 
find myself looking tor 
something fresh, some¬ 
thing invigorating, some¬ 
thing engaging. 

I wonder if being del¬ 
uged with so much in- 
house commonplace, I 
label the external works 
commonplace, much too 
quickly. I must be care¬ 
ful, when a book offers 
itself as a primer in Gay 
awareness, not to pass it 
off as "another one of 
those basal books." One 
shouldn't judge a bland 
diet with a palette ever 
hungry for the hottest 
curry. Judgment should 
only be in terms of a 
book's execution, how it 
fulfills its intention.

ONE GAY is a book of 
empathetic counseling. 

In general, the Gay 
"problem" in San Fran¬ 
cisco is not one of coming 
out but hanging on to our 
gains. Maintaining our 
equilibrium through the 
chaos of our new free¬ 
doms. In addition, break¬ 
ing the ground to the next 
phase ot Gay awareness 
and Gay sensibility. All in 
all, uncharted territories. 
I do not believe our guides 
for these nebulae will be 
psychologists but physi¬ 
cists. And yet this is still 
1977. 

I found therapist Clark's 
work competent, soberly 
and gently reasoned. Sen¬ 
sitive and supportive. (I 
sensed it reflects the man 
himself.) He has experi¬ 
enced the pain, witnessed 
the lives tossed in havoc, 
absorbed the anger and 
fear of both Gays and 
their family and friends. 
Clark's voice is calming, 
his intentions sincere, 
i The first third of the 



book - what it is to be 
Gay - and the last third - 
how to help someone Gay 
- are the least engaging. 
This is not to say unneces¬ 
sary or mundane for those 
who know little or nothing 
about Gay life. Or for 
those who want to help, 
those who can and have 
done more harm than 
good. These uninformed 
and good-intentioned need 
deprogramming, and Don 
Clark serves this reader- 
ship ably. 

I found the center chap¬ 
ters more to my needs and 
inclination, for Clark sug- 

? ;ests there is so much 
urther we Gays can 
travel. As a liberated, 
self-sufficient Gay male, I 
am a toughened old bird, a 
battle-scarred veteran. 
Perhaps tougher and 
feistier than I need be. 
That having made it 
through the hostile and 
battering labyrinth ? it's 
time to realize survival is 
not all, that resting on 
one's laurels is another 
variation of being locked 
inside one's thick-walled 
counting house. That a 
lot of me is Ebeneezer 
Scrooge. 

Towards the book's end, 
Clark reveals his mentors: 
Freud, Reich, Jung, Sulli¬ 
van, Rogers, Peris, and 
Maslow. His own style, he 
concludes, is an "eclectic 
conglomerate." He warns 
that a homophobic tradi¬ 
tion (from his experience 
and observation) has 
developed among Bioener- 
geticists, Primal thera¬ 
pists, post-Freud Freudi¬ 
ans, and behavior- 
modification adherents. 
Not that it had to, but it 
seems to have happened. 
These points I (with a long 
history of "shrinkophobia") 
would have preferred in 
the introduction. Al¬ 
though Clark's humanistic, 
transcendental position is 
never in doubt. 

Don Clark is not an 
exciting, graphic writer. 
His prose never snaps one 
to attention; it never goes 
for the jugular. Con¬ 
versely, it never goes for 
broke. His style is simple, 
placid . . . sometimes 
downright dull. At times 
jargon, smeared and ve¬ 
neered. 

LOVING SOMEONE 
GAY is a gentle book 
kind both to friend and 
foe. The message is 
totally, consistently posi¬ 
tive. For this reason 
alone a valuable contribu¬ 
tion. To anyone thinking 
of hiring a therapist, if 
the latter hasn't read it or 
doesn't respond heartily to 
its message - save your 
pennies. They'd be better 
invested buying and read¬ 
ing Clark - for starters.

SUPPORT FOR 603 
GAINS 

Oregon Governor Straub 
has given his resounding 
endorsement to the Gay 
rights bill and is answer¬ 
ing public concerns about 
Gay school teachers. Two 


now support fhe bill. The 
Secretary of State, the 
Attorney General and 

State Treasurer have 
spoken for SB 603. 

In addition, support has 
come from the Oregon 
Education Ass'n, the 

Oregon ACLU, Civil 
Rights Committee of the 
State Bar, Pacific North¬ 
west Lutheran Synod, 
United Church of Christ 
(Central Pacific Confer¬ 
ence), and Senate of 
Priests (Diocese of 

Baker). 

"All have directly en¬ 
dorsed SB 603," the news¬ 
letter claims; "and the list 
continues to grow." 

The Senate Committee 
on Aging and Minority 
Affairs is now holding its 
work session on the .pro¬ 
posed legislation. Their 
options are to send the 
bill to the Senate floor 

intact, send it amended, 
or table it indefinitely. 

The Portland Town 
Council is urging the 
Committee to send the 
bill out intact - thereby 
allowing the full Senate 
body to vote on the com¬ 
plete Gay rights bill. 

Letters and telegrams 
to the legislators are 
needed. 

Note On CDC 
Convention

SAN JOSE - Jim Sandmire 
of Los Angeles, re-elected 
chair of the California 
Democratic Council Gay 
Caucus at CDC's 25th an¬ 
nual convention March 18- 
20, immediately presided 
over its reorganization. 

Sensing "mixed signals" 
on the political condition 
of the U.S. Gay rights 
movement, Sandmire said, 
"The problem of success is 
that you often lose your 
militancy." He noted dif¬ 
ferences between, urban 
and rural areas - and be¬ 
tween California and the 
rest of the nation. 
Miami's June 7 referen¬ 
dum to repeal the Gay 
rights ordinance wilJ 
measure "whether we can ; 
preserve the integrity of 
our own liberation move¬ 
ment." 

* * * 

David Goldman of San 
Francisco won CDC's sup¬ 
port for a boycott of 
Florida Citrus Commis¬ 


sion products. CDC, con¬ 
sidered representative of 
the state's most liberal 
Democrats, agreed to the 
economic sanction "until 
such time as either (1) the 
commission ends Anita 
Bryant's role as spokes¬ 
person and representative 
of the commission or (2) 
Ms. Bryant ends her cam¬ 
paign to deny the civil 
rights of Gay people." 

* * * 

CDC's Gay Caucus then 
sought order for its own 
house. It agreed to more 
frequent state and region¬ 
al meetings, a larger 
executive committee, and 
proportional financing 
from member clubs. 

Seven Gay clubs affili¬ 
ated with CDC for 1977: 
three from Sam Francisco, 
two from Los Angeles, 
and one each from San 
Jose and San Diego. 

According to Sandmire, 
Clark Pollack of L.A.'s 
Stonewall club is aiding 
new-club organization. 
Within six months CDC 
Gay clubs are expected in 
San Luis Obispo, Long 
Beach, Santa Monica, 
Orange County and 
Pasadena-Glendale.

Badeau, both of San Fran¬ 
cisco, were elected Cau¬ 
cus secretary and treasur¬ 
er, respectively. Chris

Policewomen 

Ousted

The Boise Police Dept, 
has dismissed four female 
officers. Two tp three 
women were dismissed on 
charges of Lesbianism. A 
fourth female officer was 
let go after having been 
informed she had not suc¬ 
cessfully completed her 
probationary period. 

One of the woman offi¬ 
cers (Boise's first on the 
force) claimed that she 
had been the victim of 
vicious rumors. She 
stated that an investiga¬ 
tion had focused on her 
personal life and violated 
her right to privacy. 

Judith Baker (dispatch¬ 
er) and Theresa Silva (dog 
warden) said that their 
termination letters stated 
that they were removed 
because they had violated 
the state statute of a 
"crime against nature." 

Boise was rocked 
twenty years ago by one 
of the most widely publi¬ 
cized homosexual scandals 
in the nation's history. In 
1955, 1472 citizens were 
interrogated and 16 were 
convicted. Five men were 
sentenced to life in prison 
for their "crimes against 
nature." The "witchhunt" 
became the subject of the 
best-seller "The Boys of 
Boise."
